Emerson Thomas, a fifth-year guard with the Concordia Stingers men’s basketball team and 
Cammi Granato, a high-scoring centre with the women’s hockey team, were named Concordia 
University’s Athletes of the Year at an awards banquet held at Buffet Crystal in St. Laurent. 


Thomas was recently described by a teammate as a Concordia legend. This is a notion that has 
taken on a whole new dimension this season. Thomas led the Stingers and the Quebec Student Sports 
Federation conference in scoring. He was unanimously voted the QSSF MVP. He was named to the 
second All-Canadian team. 


At the national championship tournament in Halifax in March, he was named game MVP in the 
Stingers match versus the No. 2 ranked University of Victoria Vikings. At the end of the season the 
honors continued to roll in. He was named the Quebec nominee for the Howard Mackie Award, which 
is presented annually to the Outstanding Athlete in the Canadian Interuniversity Athletic Union. 


Granato has proven time and again why she is considered one of the top five women’s hockey 
players in the world. This year, she led the Stingers in scoring and elevated the team’s level of play at 
every practice and game. She was a force in every game and tournament. She brought a lot of posi- 
tive publicity to Concordia University and handled every interview with grace and confidence. Her 
brightest moment came at Concordia’s prestigious Theresa Humes Invitational Women’s Hockey 
Tournament. The Stingers won the tournament, she was named MVP and she had a television crew 
following her for two days.
